“and the initiative must come from 
the property owners along those 
streets. If the necessary petitions 
are signed up, the work will be 
done.” 

Car Owners Complain 

The wet spell in August and Sep- 
tember resulted in many complaints 
from residents and car owners géen- 
erally who were forced to leave 
their cars parked blocks away from 
their residences. Even. the down- 
town sections were affected, but the 
commissioner states that the rem- 
edy ts in the hands of property own- 
ers 

“We know the matter wants at- 
tending to, but it must be under lo- 
cal improvement bylaws, and until 
the petitions are signed and brought 
in nothing can be done.” 

Both Mayor Blatchford and Com- 
missioner itchell are etrongly in 
favor of getting the work under way 
as rapidly as possible in the spring. 
and for this reason would like to see 
the survey completed and other pre- 
liminary work arranged so that an 
early start could be made. 

“It would no doubt decrease the 
city’s expenses in other directions as 
it would 40 away with the necessity 
of paying out large sums in relief 
work if we had employment for the 
q@men out of work,” said Mr. Mitchell.

PROTECTION and SUPPRESSION of FIRES 


The new act to provide for the prevention and suppression of fires, assented to April 8th, 
1926, under Section 24, Sub-Section 3, provides that :— 


“Every person, firm or corporation sustaining or claiming to have sustained a loss by fire on prop- 
erty in Alberta shall report to the fire commissioner within five days after the occurrence of the 
fire, the amount of loss sustained, and such information as may be called for by the Fire Com- 
missioner. If such person, firm or corporation is insured wholly or partially in an insurance com- 
pany not licensed or registered under the Alberta Insurance Act, 1926, he or it shall also, within 
ten days after complete proofs of loss are furnished to the company in which such insurance is 
placed, file with the Fire Commissioner a full statement of the amount of loss claimed from 
every such company.” 


The Act Also Provides Under Section 28, That: 


“Every person whose duty it is to furnish or report to the Fire Commissioner amy statement or report re- 
ferred to in this Act, and who neglects t perform such duty shal) be Hable, upon summary ounviction, 
to a fine not exceeding ten dollars, and in default in payment, to imprisonment for a period not exceeding 
one month. And every company which shall neglect or fail to furnish such statements or reports shall be 
Mable upon summary conviction to a penalty of tem dollars for every day of such neglect or failure.” 


The office of the Fire Commissioner will appreciate the hearty cooperation of the public in complying 
with the above provisions. Copies of the act and fire loss reports forms may be obtained on application.”

IRE HAS been said to be man’s best friend and

Millions of dollars worth of property and hun- 
dreds of lives are lost each year because of fire and 
most of these losses are through negligence or care 
lessness. Easy going campers start forest fires, tardy 
landlords and householders #t,the chimney go until 
it destroys the building because of a defect. Many 
are killed through mistaking gasoline for kerosene in 
lighting a fire. Children play with matches and set 
outbuildings and stacks afire, in fact there are few 
people who deliberately or thinkingly set out any 
sort of a fire that will damage themselves or their 
neighbors. 

To bring these facts closer home the Governor 
General of Canada has set October 4 to 10 as FIRE- 
PREVENTION WEEK and has asked that all public 
buildings, public warehouses and factories be — in- 
spected and cleaned of rubbish in order to reduce 
fire hazards. 

That all hotels, theatres, asylums, hospitals and 
other institutional buildings perfect means to protect 
human life in case of fire. 

It is asked that fire drills be held in all schools, 
institutions, factories and large stores and that all 
places be provided with adequate fire exits and es- 
capes. 

Teachers and school officials are asked to in- 
struct the pupils in the danger of fires and show them 
how to protect themselves and property. 


Desirability of qualifying for the fireman's badge 
and co-operation with municipal fire fighting bodies 
is asked of the Boy Scout organizations. 

Wherever a province has not proper fire pre 
vention legislation, public meetings and petitions 
from citizens are asked for. 

Province of Alberta has excellent fire-fighting 
legislation and Fire Commissioner Henry Brace points 
out that in any event it is the people themselves who 
have to pay fire losses and they should be the ones 
keenly interested in all sorts of prevention to cut 
down the yearly expense. 

Fire insurance companies have to operate on a 
margin that assures money to pay for all fire losses 
and the fewer and less damaging fires become each 
year, the lower the rate will be to all. 

* It is pointed out that $2,500,000 of the pro- 
vinces resources ave lost yearly through fire and that 
75 per cent. of this could be prevented,
